"eESEARCH I?KLATrX(i TO FT'ELS AND VKHICLES 
"Sec. 104. (a) The Secretary sliall give special em- 
phasis to research and development into new and im])roved 
methods, having industrywide application, for the preven- 
tion and control of air pollution resulting from the comhus- 
tiou of fuels. In furtherance yf such research and develop- 
ment he shall —

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"(1) conduct and accelcnito researcli progTams 
directed toward development of improved, low-cost 
techniques for control of combustion ])yproducts of fuels, 
for removal of potential pollutants from fuels, and for 
control of emissions from evaporation of fuels; 

"(2) provide for Federal grants to public or non- 
profit agencies, institutions, and organizations and to

plication of preventing or controlling discharges into the

"(2) Wlu'iievor. on the basis ol' surveys, studies, inves- 
ti.ii'ation. <ir i'e]i(irfs. an aiitliovized re])reseiita(ive of tlie 
'Secretary finds a violation of siicli standards, lie sliall 
pvompth' issue an order in wi-iting to (lie ])erson causino;

Tlu' judo-nient of the court sliall he sul)ject to 
review only hy tlie Supreme Court of tlie Tnited States 
upon a writ of certiorari oi- certification as provided in sec* 
tion 1254 of title 28. fnited States Code. The commence- 
ment of a ]iroceedino' under this para<;ra])li shall not, unless 
specificaUy ordei'cd hy the c(nn't, operate as a stay of the 
order or decision of the Secretary. 

"(5) (A) The Secretary' shall institute a civil action for 
relief, including a permanent or temporary Injunction, re- 
straining order, or any other ap])r()])rlate order in the district 
coni't of the Cnited States for the district in wliich a ])erson 
subject to air (|uality standards establislied under this section 
is located or resides or is doing business, whenever such ]ier- 
son (i) vicdates or fails oi' refuses to com])ly with any final 
order or decisi(ui Issued under this subsection to enforce air 
quality standards established under this subsection or (11) 
interferes with, hinders, or delays the Secretary oi' his author- 
ized representative in carrying out his responsibilities under 
this section, or (iii) rehises to furnish any information, data 
or re])orts i-ecpiested by the Secretary in furtherance of the 
provisions of this section; or (iv) refuses to permit access to, 
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and co]n-ino- oL sncli records as tlic Seeretaiy determines 
ncccssiUT in earrying out llie ^nvivisious of this section. Eacli 
com't sliall have jurisdiction to provide sncli relief as may he 
appropriate, except that such conrt shall have jurisdiction 
only with rco'ard to the issue of relief heing sought ]iursuant 
to this ]iaragrapli. Tem])orary restraining orders shall ho 
issued in accordance witli mh 5 of the Federal Eules of Civil 
Procedure, as amended, except that the time limit in such 
orders, -^-lien issued without notice, shall he seven days from 
the date of entry. In actions under this secti(ni, sid)ject to the 
direction and control of the Attorney Oeneral, as provided 
in section 50 (h) of title 28 of the T'nited States Code, attor- 
neys appointed hj the Secretary may a]ipear for and repre- 
sent him. In any action instituted under this section to 
enforce an order or decision issued hy the Secretary after a 
public hearing in accordance with section 554 of title 5 of the 
United States Code, the findings of the Secretary, if sup- 
ported hy suhslantial evidence on the record considered as a 
whole, shall he conclusive. 

"(B) Any person who knowlngl}- violates any air 
quality standards established under this subsection or who 
knowing]}' violates any plan for implementation or emission 
requirements included in such standards or who knowingly 
violates or fails or ivfuses to comply with any final order or 
decision issued under this section sliall. upon conviction, be 
punished ]>\ a fine of not more than $25,(J(X) ])er day of 
violation, or l)y imprisonment for not more than one year, or 
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l)y both, except tliat, if the conviction is for a vioLitiou com- 
mitted after the first conviction of (sucli person under this 
section, punishment shall be l)_y a fine of not more than 
$50,000 per day of violation, or hy imprisonment foi' not 
more than five years, or by both. 

" (C) Any person who knowingiy makes any false state- 
ment, representation, or certification in any ap])licati()n, rec- 
ord, report, plan, or other document filed or required to be 
maintained under this title or any order or decision issued 
under this section shall, upon conviction, ))e punished by a 
fine of not more than .SfO,000, or by imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or by both.

" (B) .Vny employee or a re])rosentative of employees 
who ))elieves that he has heen discharged or otherwise dis- 
criminated against hy any ])erson in violation of suhpara- 
gra])li (A) of this ])ara.<i'ra]>li may within thirty days after 
such violation occui's, a]>]»ly to the Secretary for a review of 
such alleged discharge or discrimination. A copy of tlie appli- 
cation shall he sent to sucli ]n'rson ^^•llo shall he tlie respond- 
ent. Upon recei]»t of sucli ap]ilication. the Secretarj- shall 
cause such investigation to he made as he deems appropriate. 
Huch investigation sliall ])rovide an opportunity for a public 
bearing at the i-e(jnest of any ])arty to enable the ])arties to 
present information relating to such violation. The parties 
shall be given written notice of the time and place of the 
hearing at least five days ]UMor to the hearing. Any such 
hearhig shall be of recoi'd and shall be subject to section 554 
of title 5 of the United States Code. V\)on receiving the re- 
port of such investigation, the Secretary shall make findings 
of fact. If he finds that such violation did occur, he shall issue 
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a decision, Iiic()rporatii:f>- an order tliei'ciii. requiring tlic per-

If he finds that there was no 
sucli violation, he shall issue an order denying the a])phca- 
tion. Such order issued h}' the Secretary under (his sul)])ara- 
gra])h shall he suhject to judicial review in accordance with 
this suhsection. Violations hy any person of paragra])h (I) 
of this suhsection shall he suhject to the ])rovisions of 
paragrapli (;")) of this suhsection. 

"(C) Whenever an order is issued under this ])aragrapb, 
at the re(|uesl of the a])plicant. a sum ecpial to the aggregate 
amount of all costs and ex])eiises (including the attorney's 
fees) as determined hy the Secretary to have heen reaisonahly 
hicurred hy the ap])licant foi', or in connecti(Ui with, the insti- 
tution and jirosecution of siu'h ])i'ocee(lings. shall he assessed 
against the ])erson connnitting such violation. 

"(8) The district comts of the I'nitcd States shall have 
original jurisdiction, regardless of the amount in c(mtroversy 
or the citizenship of the ])arties. of civil actions hrought hy 
one or more ])ersons on helialf of themselves oi' on hehalf 
of any other pei'sons similarly situated within any air quality 
control region or portion thereof designated under section 
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against any pcrsdu iucliuliiig' a goveniiui'utal iustrnuH'iitality 
or agency, for declaratory and c(|ulta1)lc relict' or any other 
appropriate order against any })erson, where there is an 
alleged violation of any applicable aii- (piality standards, 
plan for implementation or emission re(|uirements established 
pursuant to this secti(ni.
